RECEPTION TO DIAZ. 


A Chicago dispatch of April 5th eou- 


tains the following : The interest in 
Texas lands in 
thi.-i oity was greatly 


augmented by a report that tue Pau- 
haudte, comprising the northern arm of 
that State, which extends into Indian 
Territory and is owned by Chicago par- 
ties, had been sold to a syndicate. The 
ropoi-t was verified by the personal 
statement of Congressman C. B. Far- 
won, Joha V. Farwell, Abner Taylor 
and Colonel A. 0. Baboock, iu consid- 
eration of the building of a capital for 
the State at a cost not to fall short of 
$1,500,000. It was the comment of the 
n.O'wapaper -world of England and Amer- 
ica that the State should let this valu- 
able property, amounting to 3,000,000 
acres—some 50,000 square miles—out 
of its hands at the small sum of 50 
•cents an acre, wheu railways were rap- 
idly increasing the value of property all 
over Texas. It was also a matter of 
speculation that a district so rich in ara- 
ble and grazing lauds, watered and tim- 
bered to such a decree, had not bec-a 
advertised for salci 
and speculators 


given a chance of buying it in at some- 
thing like its real value. 


The fact that it has now boon sold to 


-a London syndicate for the snug sum 
of $10,000,000, $3 33J1 per acre, 
will 


allow how just these criticisms were. 
Fimvoll. iu answer to a query, saiil : 
-"Some time during the holidays » tele- 
gram wus received from London, asking 
if the lands ware for sale. We replied 
they were wheu a reasonable figure 
should be offered. A cable immediately 
.came back, stating that a messenger 
would follow to confer 
with us. 
He 


came not long ago, staid two weeks and 
has just started back. He made us two 
propositions—to rent the privilege of 
grazing stock or buy the land outright. 
^Ve accepted tha latter on condition of 
a satisfactory price. The price hnving 
been agreed upon, the sale was closed." 


It is understood that the price to be 


naid is §10,000,000, the first payment 
to be made at the Bank of England on 
April 15th, The Pan Haudlo is at pres- 
ent occupied by 50,000 head of cattle 
grazing. The construction of the Capi- 
tol building for Texas is now progress- 
ing. The Farwell syndicate have sis 
years in which to complete the building 
and they state that they will expend the 
lull amount of §1,500,000.

with friends on-the Atlantic.

the Schiuus molle. It is a protty shrub 
that grows in the svarmer parts o 
South America. It resembles our native 
sumac, but has aromatic leaves. When 
some of the leaflets are placed iu wato 
they begin to dart about upon tho sur 
face like so many aquatic insects. 
Th 


explanation of this is that the leaver 
contain numerous sacs 'of volatile oil 
which explodo when brought in cent 
with water. The oil is then expellee 
with such violence as to cause the in 
sect-like movement. The other plan 
is a specimen of the Magnifora indica 
or the inaugo-tree of India, which bear 
a kidney-shaped fruit about four iuche 
long. The fruit is much esteemed a 
an article of food in the tropics, but i 
requires some time to get nsed to it, a 
it has a flavor of turpentine. 
Unclei 


hothouse culture tho plants seldom hav 
fruit.

Gxprcss Service. 


The San Francisco Call says: John 


J. Valentino, Superintendent of Wells, 
Fargo <fc Go's Express, has addressed a 
letter to agents, iu which he repeats in- 
structions in u former eiroular, urging 
them "to use especial care to insure 
full postage on all letters carried by 
express properly ohargable at rates con- 
forming to United States postal laws, 
and particularly that heavy letters on 
government stamped envelopes should 
be fully paid by attaching a sufficiency 
of stamped envelopes." This circular 
is sent in response to injuries by the 
late Postmaster-General Howe as to the 
causes which enable Wells, Fargo & 
Co. to do such a large business iu let- 
ter-carrying, 
charging as they must, 


tor their own service in addition to 
paying the government regular rates for 
its service, tho samo as if it did the 
work. 
Mr. Howe stated that two rea- 


sons were assigned for this anomalous 
condition of tho service—one that the 
Express Company handles the mails 
more efficiently than the postal authori- 
ties; tho other, that the agents of the 
Express Company permit more than 
the legal weigUt of matter to^be in- 
closed in tho envelopes they use. 
Tho 


circular of Mr. Valentine's, quoting in- 
structions, addressed to agents, throe 
years ago, would seem to refute tho in- 
tention that more matter than tho law 
allows was permitted to pass in the ex- 
press envelopes. 
Mr. Valentino's in- 


structions to agents are certainly posi- 
tive and comprehensive. 


Tho Secretary of the Interior has de- 


cided that the application to amend a 
homestead entry is a matter of right 
only when necessary to correct a mis- 
take, clerical or otherwise, which would 
result in depriving the settler of his 
actual home or valuable improvements. 
If allowed in any case, as a matter of 
executive discretion, to enable him to 
take the full quantity of land 
allowed 


by law and to avoid conflict with other 
asserted claims, the new laud sought to 
bo included must be actually vacant and 
free from adverse rights, legal or equit- 
able, so that no injustice to any other 
"I'rson shall ivsult then'from.

Ilcaiiclloii of Railroad Hates. 


[Silver State April 2il.] 


Yesterday the new schedule of pas- 


senger rates, heretofore alluded to in 
these columns, went into effect on the 
Genital Pacific Railroad. Bound trip 
tickets can now be proov.red at all 
points between Truckoe and Ogdon at 
the rate of five and one-half cents per 
mile each way. 
These • tickets are not 


transferable, uud are limited in time of 
use to thirty days, but possess the ad- 
vantage of first-class tickets as to stop- 
over privileges, etc. The old rate for 
passengers over the Central Pacific in 
Nevada was over seven cents per mile, 
BO that the reduction is nearly two cents 
per mile to and from all points on the 
road east of Truckee. This material 
reduction of passenger rates, combined 
with the great reduction of freight rates 
from the East, made last winter, will 
tend to suppress the cry that is raised 
by politicians on the eve of every elec- 
tion against the railroad. 
The Act of 


Congress creating the Pacific Kailroad 
companies fixed the rates over the Cen- 
tral Pacific at ten cents a mile for pas- 
sengers and twenty cents per ton per 
mile for freight. 
Though those rates 


have not been changed by Congress or 
the Nevada Legislature, they have been 
reduced by the voluntary act of the 
company nearly one-half for fares, and 
about nine-tenths on several classes of 
freight. 
Our merchants nay they are 


now getting many articles from New 
York and intermediate, points east of 
the Mississippi at less than wero here- 
tofore charged on similar classes of 
freight from San Francisco. Tho peo- 
ple should bear in mind that these re- 
ductions have not been made by the 
politicians or by legislative enactment, 
but by tho voluntary act_of the company. 
The public ought to understand by this 
time that party platforms pledging the 
reduction of fares and freights are mere 
buncombe, calculated to mislead, and 
are never intended to be fulfilled, and 
that to thu railroad companies them- 
selves, and not lo politicians, they must, 
look for a satisfactory settlement of tho 
railroad question. It is getting to be 
pretty generally understood that passen- 
ger and freight trafno iu Nevada is not 
sufficient to pay tbo running expenses 
of local roads ut much less rates than 
are now charged, and that such roads 
would have to bo abandoned if they 
were compelled to curry passengers aud 
freight at tho rates now charged by the 
Central Pacific. 
Tnis fact has been 


inado apparent through the sworn state- 
ments of the several roads doing busi- 
ness in the State, and it should be re- 
membered by those .who have more 
railroads built, that the resources of the I 
State might 
bo developed, whatever j 


demagogues, 
who 
endeavor to make j 


polilical capital for themselves by croat- ' 
ing prejudices against railroads, rnuj , 
say lo iht contrary.
